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Councillor vows to make roads 
'safer' after string of incidents 


A COUNTY councillor has vowed to take up the chal¬ 
lenge of making our roads safer. 

Town and county councillor Karl Wallace is calling for 
extra measures to ensure motorists stay safe along the 
A35 road after the latest in a string of incidents left a 72- 
year-old man dead and a woman injured when their car 
was in collision with a 26-tonne bin lorry on Friday, April 
6th. 

The motorist from Tunbridge Wells was involved in the 
crash around 1pm between Monkey’s Jump roundabout, 
near Dorchester and Winterbourne Abbas. 

The driver of the West Dorset District Council-owned 
dustcart was uninjured in the collision. 
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Now Councillor Wallace wants Dorset County Coun¬ 
cillors to form a working group in a bid to stop fatal 
crashes along the road happening again. 

He is proposing a similar scheme to that rolled out 
along the B3157 coast road between Bridport and Chick- 
erell. 

He said: “What I’m doing as a county councillor is get¬ 
ting a group together, as we did with the coast road. 

“There’s been a number of serious accidents along that 
stretch of road so we need to look at whether anything 
can be done to improve road safety. It needs to be dis¬ 
cussed urgently. 

“I want it to go to full council. It needs to be properly 
raised because with the number of accidents happening 
there’s clearly a whole series of accident hot spots along 
the A3 5. 

“The only way to get road safety improvements is to 
review whether there should be more signs up such as 
no-U-turns or possibly reducing speed limits at the areas 
of the road that are notoriously dangerous.” 

He added: “Most of the time the serious accidents that 
happen are local people who think they know the roads 
better than tourists. 

“It’s a myth that it is often holiday makers. Local peo- 
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pie push it to the max when driving along that road.” 

In 2009 the county council introduced a package of 
measures aimed at reducing casualties on the B3157 after 
a petition calling for action was signed by more than 1000 
people. 

The measures included: introducing a 50mph speed 
limit for the ‘rural’ sections of the route between Chick- 
erell and Portesham and Portesham and Bridport; refresh¬ 
ing white edge markings along the whole of the route, 
and white centre markings at identified hazard loca¬ 
tions; maintenance to central cats eyes along the whole 
route; work to repair and enhance lay-bys; landscaping 
of road verges to highlight known hazards; and working 
with local communities to rationalise signs and reduce 
non-essential sign clutter. 

Dorset Police are appealing for witnesses to the colli¬ 
sion or anyone who saw either vehicle driving prior to the 
crash on April 6th to contact Sergeant Steve Quill on 101. 
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LOVE the idea of riding a bike in the beautiful 
West Dorset countryside, but deterred by how 
much effort it would take to pedal up those hills? 

Well now there's a solution as Martin Gershon 
has recently introduced electric bikes tours to 
Marshwood Trails, his outdoor activities com¬ 
pany, one of the first in the country to do so. 

And if cycling isn't your thing then you could try 
one of his guided walks or innovative treasure 
hunts. 

Martin lives in Morecombelake where he has 
been for the last three years. 


■ HOW did Marshwood Trails come into being? 

I’m very much an outdoor person and when offered 
voluntary redundancy last year from Natural England, 
the government’s conservation agency, I thought here’s 
my chance to try to make a living from something I 
have a real passion for. I love showing people the coun¬ 
tryside and really enjoy walking and cycling so I 
thought, ‘can I combine these things into a business?’ 
And that is exactly what I’ve been doing since last sum¬ 
mer. 

■ WHAT kinds of tours do you offer? 

I provide half day and full day guided walking and 
electric bike tours. Our walking tours take in favourites 
like Golden Cap and less well known places off the 
beaten track that are lovely just the same. There are 
stops along the way to try local food or drink, and take 
in the wonderful views. It’s about giving people a real 
taste of this special area. We also offer treasure hunts 
where participants follow a trail that takes them to hid¬ 
den objects which are located using a handheld GPS 
device. It’s particularly good for children because it 
turns what they think of as a boring old walk into an 
adventure. 

■ WHAT'S unique about the way you do it? 

It’s the personal touch that having a guide who knows 
the area brings. We have developed some great routes 
with loads of points of interest on them. We can help 
people identify any wildlife seen on the day and explain 
the history of the areas we visit. People can book places 
on a ‘scheduled’ tour and we can also help groups de¬ 
sign their own day out such as a special family occasion 
or corporate event. These can include a delicious picnic 
at a viewpoint or a quaint country pub on the route. 



■ HOW big is your patch? 

It stretches from the tip of Portland through Abbotsbury 
to Lyme Regis and inland we have trips around Brid- 
port and Beaminster, and in Thomas Hardy country. We 
also venture into East Devon with some delightful 
routes around Beer and Branscombe. 
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■ SO where is West Dorset's best kept secret? 

If I have to name one place, then it would probably be 
Marshwood Vale, which combines fascinating historical 
places like Whitchurch Canonicorum with the stunning 
views you get from Pilsden Pen all the way to the sea 
at Lyme Bay. If you want to find out any more secret 
places, you’ll have to book a place on one of the tours. 

■ WHO are your tours aimed at? 

We provide something to suit all interests. To help peo¬ 
ple choose the right tour we always give an indication 
of what to expect and then ensure the pace suits the 
whole group. Children have to be at least 14-year-olds 
to go out on the electric bikes. However, they are very 
welcome on the walks and treasure hunts if accompa¬ 
nied by an adult and the same goes for well behaved 
dogs too. 

■ DO you provide all the equipment? 

We supply the electric bikes and helmets, and carry all 
the bike maintenance and first aid equipment to deal 
with any incident. 

■ WHAT is the most exciting part of this venture 
for you? 

I love walking in this area and the treasure hunts are 
great fun but it is incredibly exciting how electric bikes 
can transform cycling in this lovely but hilly area, open¬ 
ing it up to people who would never previously con¬ 
sider having a go. I love the smile you see on people’s 
faces when they get to the top of the hill without being 
totally out of breath. And at the end of the day, you feel 
great rather than exhausted which is certainly a bonus. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to 
take on one of your tours? 

I would like to take Thomas Hardy as he was a cycling 
enthusiast and I’d be interested to find out what he 
thought of the electric bikes. Chris Packham the pre¬ 
senter from Springwatch would provide lots of insights 
into the local natural history and Eric Morecombe, 
would keep us laughing all day whatever the weather.

A CAMPAIGNER against 
the new West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council (WDDC) HQ 
has suggested local people 
might like to consider com¬ 
bining local councils in the 
area. 

Philip Jordan says he was 
prompted by Magna Hous¬ 
ing Association’s decision, 
as reported in last week’s 
View from Dorchester, to 
pull together all its activi¬ 
ties in one building and cre¬ 
ate ‘One Magna’. 

Mr Jordan now suggested 
that local councils might 
like to consider the same 
principal for the three 
councils in Dorchester. 

“We have in Dorchester, 
not just one council or even 
two, but three. 

“Although we did vote 
against the new WDDC 
HQ, we were never con¬ 
sulted on, let allowed to 
vote on, the recent merger 
with Weymouth and Port¬ 
land. 

“I wonder therefore, how 
many people might be in 
favour of one council - for 
example a Unitary Author¬ 
ity at least combining 
county council and district 
or borough functions - 
whilst leaving an enhanced 
town or parish council to 
champion local matters?” 

Mr Jordan says that if it

did happen it might go 
someway towards co-ordi¬ 
nating property manage¬ 
ment and other issues - 
something which he says 
is already been done in 
Wiltshire and Cornwall. 

Mr Jordan points to the 
recent news release from 
county councillor Robert 
Gould on proposed im¬ 
provements to the appear¬ 
ance of the grounds of 
County Hall in Colliton 
Park, which he says con¬ 
trasts with what Mr Jordan 
describes as the cultural 
heritage of Dorchester 


which is being destroyed 
by the new WDDC head¬ 
quarters and county library 
being built on Charles 
Street. 

He says the new building 
is: “destroying forever in- 
situ Roman Cultural Her¬ 
itage buried for almost two 
millennia. 

“Lumped on this new 
site, these un-necessary 
buildings don’t utilise let 
alone celebrate the cultural 
heritage in the ground or 
around there - an act of 
mega anti-tourist business 
and cultural vandalism.” 


“So, though, and be¬ 
cause, I have every con¬ 
cern for cost effective land 
and property manage¬ 
ment - including a co-or¬ 
dinated approach to all 
public internal and exter¬ 
nal space, particularly in 
these hard financial times 
- it’s especially perplexing 
to see the lack of truly 
sustainable development 
that Mr Gould’s WDDC 
has and is perpetrating in, 
and to Dorchester, and its 
and our cultural heritage. 

“What a pity we are de¬ 
nied truly, well and sensi¬ 
tively co-ordinated 

sustainable development 
of all public internal and 
external space.” 


New facilities completed by summer 


DORCHESTER’S new library and adult 
education centre should be completed by 
the summer - according to West Dorset 
District Council (WDDC). 

The building, part of the new WDDC 
headquarters, will have its main entrance 
and reception opposite the Hardye Arcade. 

Learning and library facilities will be 
spread across three floors and will include 
a children’s area, family learning room 
and a quiet study area. 

Three classrooms in the centre will be 
devoted to adult learning which can also 
be hired for community use. 

County council says that once the centre 
is in operation, in the autumn, the author¬ 


ity will end its lease on the current Adult 
Education Centre in Prince of Wales 
Road. 

The existing town library, in Colliton 
Park, will converted into office space. 

WDDC’s cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity services, Hilary Cox: “This is a 
hugely exciting project which will deliver 
better, roomier and more modern facilities 
- not only for the people of Dorchester, 
but also in the surrounding areas. 

“And by bringing library and adult 
learning services together in one central, 
convenient location, we hope it will draw 
more people to make use of them.” 


Woman joins neighbours 
in pavement spring clean 



■ A GROUP of six Dorchester residents, led by Wendy Webb, 
spent a morning last week clearing a much-used, pathway of 
litter and dog faeces.

A DORCHESTER woman has been 
inspired by Dorchester’s Stop the 
Drop campaign to brush the pave¬ 
ment near her home. 

Loma Low invited neighbours to 
join her at the weekend in giving a 
spring clean to Bridport Road from 
the Sydney Arms to the Sainsbury’s 
supermarket. 

She said she was inspired by sto¬ 
ries of others taking similar action, 
prompted by the town’s Stop the 
Drop group, and is urging others to 
follow their example and take re¬ 
sponsibility for the streets where 
they live. 

A spokesman for Stop the Drop 
commended the neighbourly ac¬ 
tions and backed the call for others 
to do the same. 

“But our real aim, as the name 
suggests, is trying to persuade peo¬ 
ple not to drop litter in the first 
place. Unfortunately we are not 
helped by local police, while admit¬ 
ting they do have the power to fine 
people for dropping litter, being 
told by senior officers not to do so,” 
said a Stop the Drop spokesman. 

“Littering is actually a crime. In 
other parts of Dorset offenders are 
actually given tickets for doing so 
and if they refuse to pay are then 


taken to court where fines and 
costs, on average, have worked out 
at over £300 for each offence.” 

Stop the Drop has just been given 
£400 for repairs and to pay for re¬ 
placement parts for the hundreds of 
cigarette bins which the organisa¬ 


tion fitted in places where smokers 
congregate across the town. 

Half the money was given by the 
Dorset branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England and the rest 
by Dorchester Business Improve¬ 
ment District. 


Threatened buses survive 

DORCHESTER'S threatened bus services are to con¬ 
tinue - at least for the time being. 

The county council has agreed temporary funding 
until June 9th while it tenders for longer-term replace¬ 
ment services. 

Problems started after Damory Coaches said it could 
no longer afford to run what it said are loss-making 
services. 

The Dorchester town services 1-4 and 95 and serv¬ 
ices 7 to Charlton Down and thel 03 to Bovington and 
Wool were originally scheduled to finish on 16 April 
but will now continue, at least in the short term. 

The 347/387 to Bere Regis, Lytchett Matravers and 
Poole will also continue under the same funding 
agreement, with some minor changes.This is because 
First will operate a new commercial service on Mon¬ 
days to Fridays from Lytchett Matravers to Poole from 
April 16th. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and transportation, said: "Our funding decision 
means these services will continue to provide com¬ 
munities with access to employment, education, 
health services, social facilities and also essential 
shopping journeys. 

"It also gives the council time to fully explore all op¬ 
tions to provide suitable levels of transport for these 
locations." 

Free bus application 

APPLICATIONS should be made in coming weeks for 
Dorset pupils who are entitled to free school trans¬ 
port. 

Parents and guardians are being asked to make the 
applications for the September term as soon as they 
can. In the past those who were entitled to free places 
were sent the passes automatically, but applications 
now need to be made each time. 

The county council says the new system will ensure 
that seats are allocated only to pupils who need them, 
freeing up seats for pupils who might like to apply 
under the concessionary scheme. 

Parents and guardians affected by the changes 
should have received a form in the post. 

CCTV fails to catch culprits 

DESPITE the common belief that heavy lorries are ig¬ 
noring Dorchester's town centre ban a CCTV opera¬ 
tion failed to find any culprits. 

Town councillors heard that three surveillance op¬ 
erations using CCTV discovered that all the lorries 
tracked had a legitimate reason for entering the town 
centre - rather than using the bypass. 

One Dutch registered lorry was found to have en¬ 
tered the town on each of the three occasions but 
each time made deliveries to local flower shops. All 
the other lorries stopped at the Top o'Town park 
which they are allowed to do for refreshments, or rest.

Strategy could still 
result in wind farms 


COUNTRYSIDE campaigners have 
criticised the latest draft renewable 
energy strategy for Dorset. 

CPRE Dorset say the policy could 
still pave the way for hundreds of 
wind turbines in the county and takes 
little account of Dorset’s beautiful 
landscape. 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE) group in the county 
is now calling on local people to read 
and comment on the policy before the 
end of June deadline. 

CPRE Dorset chairman Richard 
Nicholls said: “County councillors 
seem to be labouring under the im¬ 
pression that the majority of people in 
Dorset welcome wind turbines but 
this is not our experience and we are 
appealing for people to make their 
voices heard. 

“If those who oppose wind turbines 
in our spectacular and much-loved 
landscape do not speak up we could 
end up with hundreds of industrial- 
scale wind farms.” 

He is also critical that the document 
has been sent to only a limited num¬ 
ber of organisations with an invitation 
to endorse the draft strategy. 

Mr Nicholls says CPRE also ques¬ 
tions the timing of the county council 
cabinet’s approval of the strategy, just 
days before the start of the appeal 
over four wind turbines at Alaska 
Farm, East Stoke near Wareham. 

At the cabinet meeting only one 


councillor, Andrew Cattway, voted 
against the draft renewable energy 
strategy. He questioned the criteria 
which had been used by consultants 
to draw up the possible number of 
wind turbines which might be needed, 
based on 2007 figures. 

“We could see a large number of in¬ 
dustrial-scale wind turbines as a result 
of this strategy paper. 

“CPRE quote 360 and, if I recall, 
the previous draft paper gave a figure 
of 180.” 

Cabinet environment spokesman 
Cllr Robert Gould said the paper was 
a non-statutory document which had 
been changed from the original as a 
result of 186 responses from organi¬ 
sations and individuals. 

“The impact of wind farms have 
been considered and it needs to be re¬ 
membered any applications will be 
tested by the planning process and 
through local plans which we hope 
local people will engage with.” 

Cllr John Wilson, the cabinet’s sus¬ 
tainability champion, described on¬ 
shore wind farms as “the least 
desirable option we have to face” and 
said he hoped that other technologies, 
such as biomass would limit the need 
for turbines in Dorset. 

Planning officer Antony Littlechild 
said the figures in the strategy were 
not hard and fast: “The strategy is not 
intended to prescribe each technol¬ 
ogy, they will come forward and be 


tested by the planning process, what¬ 
ever numbers you put in there is, to 
some extent, irrelevant. It was the in¬ 
tention to examine whether the target 
of 15 per cent was achievable.” 

His colleague Peter West told the 
cabinet, when talking about wind tur¬ 
bines: “Personally I don’t think there 
will be more than 30 in Dorset by 
2020 . 

All we are trying to point out is that 
there is a variety of resources avail¬ 
able. We can meet a seven fold in¬ 
crease - referring to current 
renewable energy sources in Dorset - 
without a large number of wind tur¬ 
bines.” 

Environment director Miles Butler 
told councillors that if all the other re¬ 
newable energy sources were used to 
the maximum by the county Dorset 
could almost achieve the 15 per cent 
target of its energy use from renew¬ 
ables without onshore wind farms. 

But he did admit that much of the 
target was made up by including the 
Navitus Bay windfarm being pro¬ 
posed off the Dorset coast. 

Ending the debate council leader 
Angus Campbell said : “We have ex¬ 
pressed our concern that wind tur¬ 
bines are not appropriate for most of 
Dorset, if at all. We need to look at 
other ways of creating energy which 
is not detrimental to Dorset.”

BUTTERFLIES and bugs will benefit 
from the latest planting scheme at county 
hall. 

New borders either side of the main en¬ 
trance path have been planted with insect- 
friendly and drought-resistant plants - 
with other areas within the grounds of col- 
liton park to follow.

Tony Harris, Dorset County Council 
senior landscape officer, said: “This rep¬ 
resents a coordinated approach to the de¬ 
sign of public space, and will hopefully 
inspire other bodies and members of the 
public to consider how they use their out¬ 
door spaces. 

“In these hard financial times this is felt 
to be a more appropriate way to design 
and manage these types of public space.” 


Conservation concerns for county's 
major rivers - Stour and Avon 


RIVERS in Dorset are suffering from 
flows so low that scientists are worried 
about the ecology in and around them. 

The county’s major rivers, the Stour and 
Avon havn’t had around a third of the 
rainfall normally expected with some 
streams which flow from and near them 
affected by even bigger losses. 

Weather recorders says we have had the 
lowest cumulative rainfall for a decade 
with only one-third of the usual long-term 
rainfall fall in February and March. 

The piddle is down by 39 per cent and 
Frome 41 per cent compared to last year. 

Conservation officer for Dorset Wildlife 


Trust, Sarah Williams said the organisa¬ 
tion is worried about the effects of the lack 
of water on a wide range of wildlife which 
depends on rivers, ponds and wetland 
habitats. 

Wessex Water said that with the average 
person using 150 litres of water each day 
a significant amount of water could be 
saved if people cut down on their use - 
even though the company is not imposing 
a hosepipe ban.

Stay on top of your lawn 


John Bright Fencing 


When to mow 

Little and often is the recipe for success. 
Regular cutting keeps the lawn thick, tidy 
and deters weeds. For most lawns, at the 
start of the year set the mower blades to 
3cm (1,25in) and cut the lawn about once a 
week. 

When the grass grows faster during the 
spring and summer, lower the blades to 2cm 
(1 in) and you may need to cut up to twice a 
week. 

During long dry spells, mow less fre¬ 
quently, let grass grow longer and don't use 
summer feeds that will make lots of new 
growth. If you are in a drought area your 
lawn may turn brown in summer, but learn 
to live with this rather than using a sprinkler 
and it will soon recover when it rains in au¬ 
tumn. 

Tidying edges 

Tidying lawn edges keeps the grass look¬ 
ing neat and prevents it from spreading into 
borders. After mowing, trim any grass that 
overhangs the edges with long-handled 
edging shears or a rotary trimmer. 

Re-cut edges each spring using a half¬ 


moon edging tool. For straight edges, cut 
against a plank of wood and for curves, trim 
along an old hosepipe laid on the ground - 
leave a vertical edge about 7cm deep. 

Parts of an edge that have been severely 
damaged are easy to repair. Use a spade to 
slice through the turf, cutting out a small rec¬ 
tangular piece from around the damaged 
area. 

Lift from the ground with the spade and 
turn it around, so the damaged part now 
faces the lawn. 

Press down firmly and fill the damaged 
area with compost. Sow grass seed over the 
compost and water. 

Feeding 

Feeding regularly with a lawn fertiliser will 
make it greener and thicker, which helps it 
resist weeds and moss. There are different 
formulations depending on the time of the 
year you are feeding, and there are also feed 
and weed products, which will kill moss, 
while providing nutrients to the grass. 

Removing weeds 

Learn to tolerate a few weeds in the lawn, 
but if small patches or single weeds need to 


this spring! 

be removed, pull up by hand with the help 
ofa daisy grubber tool or similar device. This 
helps to get the deeper roots of perennial 
weeds out. 

Alternatively spot-treat with a dab-on 
weed killer that can be bought in tubes. Use 
a selective weed killer on lawns with large 
colonies of weeds, such as creeping butter¬ 
cup. 

Repairing patches 

If your lawn has a sunken patch, repair by 
making an H-shaped spade cut across it with 
a half-moon edging tool and then peel back 
the two flaps of turf over the hollow. Add 
some topsoil, level and firm down the flaps. 
Fill in the gaps left by the cuts with more 
topsoil. 

If part of the lawn is used regularly as a 
path, prevent it from becoming worn away 
by laying stepping-stones. Dig out paving- 
slab slices of turf and set these just beneath 
the surface of the lawn so a lawn mower can 
pass over them safely.

Vauxhall shows fastest growth in retail sector 


VAUXHALL showed the 
biggest leap in year-on-year 
retail sales last month, with 
3701 more cars sold than in 
March 2011, according to 
analysis released today by 
the Society of Manufactur¬ 
ers and Traders.

Disappointing start to Simpkin's tenure

PHIL SIMPKIN'S first game in charge of Dorch¬ 
ester Town did not go as planned at a wet and 
windy Avenue Stadium on Monday. 

Following Alan Knight's unfortunate resigna¬ 
tion last week, the popular Simpkin was pro¬ 
moted to manager of the Magpies after Friday's 
game at Eastleigh, and was hoping to start his 
tenure with a win, but the conditions and a tena¬ 
cious Cornish side looking to secure Blue Square 
South status following promotion last season 
conspired to spoil the occasion.

Truro glovemanTom Brook's came racing out 
of his area and only succeeded in colliding with 
the Magpie who by now was left with an acute 
angled shot which passed behind Walker and 
just beyond the far post. 

Dovell ended the half when he flicked the ball 
over a defender's foot to give him sight of gaol 
but then dragged his shot well wide. 

Dorchester came out with real purpose after 
the break, keeping the ball on the ground 
against the wind and playing some delightful 
football, and putting the visitor's defence under 
a lot of pressure. 

Martin's low cross was fumbled by Brooks but 
hacked away, before Brooks managed to turn 
Jake Smeeton's cross away from the inrushing 
Malsom. 

Truro with the advantage of the wind almost 
caught Jones out when his free kick landed on 
the six-yard-line and bounced over the angle of 
the goalframe. 

Dorchester's patience was rewarded on 64 min¬ 
utes when frantic goalmouth action resulted in 
two Dorchester corners from which Kyle Critchell 
drove home the equaliser from 15 yards through 
a crowd of players. 

The play suggested the Magpies would go on 
to win from here but two minutes later they were 
behind again with a goal that looked suspi¬ 
ciously offside.

Fast playing Puddletown see off Poole 


JUST one league game of rugby foot¬ 
ball took place on Easter Saturday, and 
I ventured to Puddletown to watch 
their game against Poole. 

PUDDLETOWN 28 POOLE 6 

THE home side could scarcely have got 
off to a better start in this, their final 
league game of the season. 

Their opponents fumbled a kick 
ahead and conceded a penalty in de¬ 
fending their error. 

Puddletown kicked the award to the 
corner, won the lineout and, after a 
couple of thrusts, their open side 
flanker, Watts popped up in midfield 
and got over some 15 yards in from 
touch. Yeatman kicked the conversion 
and the home side led by 7-0 before 
the game was five minutes old.

A good break from their out half set 
up the position and, after the ball had 
passed through several pairs of hands, 
centre Tom Edmundston touched 
down. 

Yeatman added the extras with the 
help of the crossbar, and Puddletown 
now had some breathing space. 

The home side then went through a 
phase of conceding penalties, and the 
Poole scrum worker reduced the ar¬ 
rears with his second place kick of the 
afternoon. 

His side were being forced on to the 
defensive however, although they still 
retained an edge at scrum time.Things 
got a little fractious too, and one of the 
visitors was sent to the bin to cool off.

Their opponents had 
spun the ball wide to their left, only to 
spill it some 30 yards from their own 


line. Winger Fooks was the first to 
react. He gathered and showed his 
number to the cover before touching 
down some ten yards in from touch. 
Yeatman duly goaled the try to put his 
side in control. 

Now, seemingly having found the se¬ 
cret, Puddletown scored again in short 
order. They had followed a kick ahead 
and caught a defender in possession. 

The Poole defence conceded a 
penalty, the quick tap was taken and 
skipper Yeatman found a gap and ran 
in from the twenty-two. He converted 
his own try with a good kick from out 
wide to complete the scoring and to 
take his side to a deserved bonus point 
win.

Knight resigns, Simkin steps up 


ALAN Knight resigned as manager of Dorchester Town 
last Wednesday citing work commitments as the reason 
for his decision. 

Following his last game in charge at Eastleigh on Good 
Friday, Knight handed over the reins to Phil Simkin who 
has taken charge on a permanent basis. 

Portsmouth legend Knight was appointed in late 
November and under his stewardship had seen the Mag¬ 
pies climb to a respectable tenth place in the Blue Square 
South. 

When he joined he stated he was committed to the club, 
his first managerial post, and wanted to be fully involved, 
but Knight, a civil engineer, felt that this was not possible 
following a recent new job opportunity, and that it had to 
take priority over his involvement at The Avenue.

“We talked about it a couple of weeks ago before the 
Dartford game and he tendered his resignation then but I 
wouldn’t accept it. But speaking with him subsequently, 
it became obvious it would be impossible for him to com¬ 
bine the two, and it was too good an offer for him to turn

down. I don’t blame Alan at all; in life you have to look 
after yourself sometimes.” 

Knight, who in making the decision thinks it will ruin 
what appeared to be a successful career in football man¬ 
agement, said: “I know making this decision will proba¬ 
bly finish me in footballing terms so it was a big decision 
for me. It’s one I have not taken lightly as it’s a terrific 
club with tremendous players and great people working 
there. 

“I have tried to do everything in my power to juggle it 
around, but I would not be doing myself justice as I would 
not be giving the time and commitment that the club de¬ 
serves, and that would not be fair to the board or the sup¬ 
porters.” 

Shaun Hearn added: “We would like to wish Alan all 
the best, and think it would be a crying shame if he was 
not involved in football management again sometime in 
the future.” 

Simkin stepped up from assistant manager to Ashley 
Vickers when he was sacked in October, and with captain 


Mark Jermyn as his assistant they steadied the ship with 
a run of five unbeaten league games before Knight was 
appointed. 

Hearn confirmed that Simpkin will step up as manager 
after Friday’s game and Jermyn will remain as the coach. 

“It would almost be criminal if Phil was not offered the 
opportunity to become manager. He’s got nothing to 
prove to me or anybody else; he’s just got to keep doing 
what he’s been doing. Its reward for what they did, and 
they have a great chance to continue the good work.” 

Simpkin, who was disappointed at being pipped by 
Knight for the post, originally said: “I’m obviously de¬ 
lighted, but rather wish it hadn’t come through this situ¬ 
ation. 

“I’m sorry to see Alan go because he is a tremendously 
nice man, but as people say to me over the years; that’s 
football. Jem and I got along famously with him, and 
when he came in he realised we were doing a decent job 
and allowed us to continue and has reaped the benefits of 
that, but that’s what good management is about. 

“We hope that we can go from strength to strength from 
now on, and right away I will be negotiating player’s con¬ 
tracts for next season. I’ll also be looking to strengthen, 
which I have been for the last couple of months, and the

other thing I’d like to do in the last few games, as well as 
try and get as many points as we can, is to play some of 
the younger boys and give them a taste of it.
